fHlow the Bon of Lyrd Leigh
Mis Death -Story of a Hunting
Companion.

The body o the Mot Gilbert 11 .|
Leigh, M. P.;» eldest son of Lord Leigh,
of Stoneleigh Abbey, Warwickshire,
England, who was Kkilled by falling
down a precipice, in the 'T'en Sleepers
Canyon, Bighorn Mountains, on Septem-
ber 14, left New York on the White
Star steamer Brdfannie Saturdny last
in charge of his uncle, the Rev, Canon

Ceo, and 15 now the heir to the

Leigh, and his brother, the Hon. D,
Leigh, who iind come to this country
for the purpose.  W. H. Greenfell, of

Taplow Court, Bucks, late member for
Salisbury, who was a comoanion of Mr.
Leigh, gave a succinet account of the
sad event.  He said :

“We left England in the (dermanice
ow August 7, and travelled by way of
Chicago, St. Paul, and the Northern Pa-
cifie to Custer, from  there making our

way Lo the DBighorn Mountains. We
reached New York on the 15th, and 1

procevded to Ningara.  We joined again
at Chicago. ‘There were fivein the par-
tv. Mr. Leigh, Myself, two hunters
named Bob Stewart and *Ted,” and an-
other man as cook. T had not heen in
this country before, but it was nothing
new to Leigh. 1l had been here half
# dozen times and knew almost every
foot of the ground i the district we
went to. It was on Sunday, Septemhber
14, that Leigh was lost and
the body on the 21st. We had a eamyp
at the bottom of the canyon, and he sad-
dled his horse and left about two o’clock
in the afternoon.  We waited till very
late in the evening but he did not come
in, por did he reach camp all night, so
we heeame certain that somethirg seri-
ouy had happened. We did not expeet
him in early, ax he had gone out Iate,
and had he Killed anything it would
Lave taken him a considerable time to
return to camp.”
